Al¬ 
though united to Sweden, Norway has a parlia¬ 
ment of its own, 100 men. The Government 
of Sweden has four houses—the house of nobles, 
in which 1100 are entitled to a seal; the sec¬ 
ond house consists of 80 clergymen ; the third, 
80 burgesses ; the fourth, 140 farmers. A bill 
to become a law must, pass three of these 
bouses.

Real Life—The Insane Hride anil Belle. 

A correspondent of the St. Louis Intelli¬ 
gencer, who recentiy visited the Cincinnati 
Asylum for the Insane, gives this brief sketch 
of one of the initiates:

each year. Between the ages ot twelve 1 
and twenty the growth of the body is 
slower; aud it is still further diminished 
after this, up to twenty-five, the period of 
a maximum growth. In old age, the 
height of the body diminishes on au aver¬ 
age of about three inches. The hight of 
women varies less than that of a man in 
different countries. The average weight 
of a male infant is about seven pounds ; 
of a female, about six and a half pounds. 
The weight of an infant decreases a few 
days after its birth, till it is a week Old. 
At the end of the first year, the child is 
three times as heavy as when it is born. 
At the age of seven years, it is twice as 
heavy as when a year old. Ihe average 
weight of both sexes at twelve is nearly 
the same ; after that period, females will j 
be found to weigh less than males. Ihe 
average weight of men is one hundred 
and thirty pounds, and of women one 
hundred and twelve pouuds. In the case 
of individuals of both sexes, under four 
feet four inches, females are somewhat 
heavier than men, and vice versa. Men 
attain their maximum weight at about 
forty, and women at or near fifty. At 
sixty, both sexes usually commence loos¬ 
ing weight, so that the average weight of 
old persons, men and women, is nearly 
the same as at nineteen.
